Dr. Jortin, in his remarks on Ecclesiastical

stabbed it, and flung it into the fire, and en- 
Jeavoured by all means to destroy it; but it 

wrought se many miracles, that the poor dev- 

jl was discovered, and was burnt alive. Fleury 
gives this for a true story.” Mr. Hone, a book- 
seller of some celebrity in London, has lately 
published the story, which he says is faithful- 
ly translated froma book by Fr. Leon, brought 
to him from Paris in the course of the last 
year. It seems from Hone’s preface and notes 
that this legend had a large share in operating 
the conversion of two daughters and a niece of 
Mr. Douglas Loveday, an Englishman and a 
protestant residing in Paris in 1820. Friar Le- 
on’s book is dedicated to Philip of Orleans,

The first session of the 17th Congress, hae at !ength 
been brought to a close, after having continued one 
hundred and fifty-six days. The session has been a 
stormy one.

But so little business has been 
completed, that some pecple are wicked enough to 
hint that the following anecdote related in Bacon's 
collection of apophthegms, is not very inapplicable. 
* Mr. Popham, afterwards Lord Chief Justice Popham, 
was Speaker of the House of Commons, when it had 
sate long, and done in effect nothing. Coming one day 
to Queen Elizabeth, she said to him, ‘*Now, Mr. 
Spcaker, what hath passed in the Commons House ?” 
He answered, “If it please your Majesty, seven 
weeks.” 

A strong attempt bas been making by many editors, 
for mo.‘ past, to render the present Congress odious 
in the eyes of the nation. But we do not feel disposed 
to be general in our censures; nor do we blame that 
body tor what they have dene, with the excen¥on of 
the rejection of the Bankrupt Bill. That was an un- 
fortunate vote for the vation; but still we can get 
along without a bankrupt law, as well as we have done.

HistoRy oF MassaccusHEtrs.—Messrs. Richardson 
and Lord, of this city, have announced a design of 
publishing in the course of a few months, the history 
of Massachusetis from 1764 to July 1775, ia one larse 
8vo. volume, by Alden Bradford, Fsq. Secretary of the 
Commonwealth. 

The two published volumes of Gov. Hutchinson's 
History of the Colony and Province of Massachusetts 
Bay, a work written with great care and judgement, 
terminates with the year 1749. The late Judge Mi- 
not undertook the continuation of the history from the. 
period at which it was left by Mr. Hutchinson, to the 
commencement of the revolutionary war. He had 
published one volume of this continuation, but before 
he had finished the second, the work was arrested by 
his untimely death. The unfinished volume, after- 
wards published by his friends, breaks of abrupily at 
the year 1765, one of the most interesting and import- 
aut periods of our history. No one has resumed the 
work thus left unfinished. until the preseut undertaking 
by Mr. Bradford. 

It is understood that Gov. Hutchinson, who died in 
1780, left in manuscript a third volune of his history, 
which has never yet been published. It is provable 
that tvs volume continues the narrative to about the 
period at which Mr. Bradford’s commences. A cor- 
respondence has been lately carried on between the 
heir or executor of Mr. Hutchinson in England, and 
the Massachusetts Historical Society, the object of 
which is to procure the publication of this volume, and 
we believe that the publication may be expected to 
take place at no distant period. Should it take place, 
it will give an additional interest to the work of Mr. 
Bradford, from the attention which it will be likely to 
draw to the subject to which they both relate. At any 
rate Mr. Bradford’s volume will be a valuable acces- 
sion to our means of information, and will fill an im- 
portant chasm in the regular aanals of our Common- 
wealth. The author is well qualified for the task 
which he has undertaken, by his learning and indus- 
try, and it is to be hoped that he will mect with such 
a patronage of his work as will afford a liberal reward 
of his labours. —Messenger.

It is high time that this illustrious Sea-Rover

Lhave a geography now open before me 
printed in 1709, just after the period of Kid’s 
enterprizes, in which Charleston in South Car- 
olina is described as having 13 or 14 good 
houses and as many miserable huts packed into 
streets, as sheltered 250 families.

such names.” New-York city is also said to 
contain about 800 houses, and 4 churches, of 
which ‘Trinity was one described as “a great 


church lateJy built” (it was built in 1692)— 


The county of Dutchess had less than 20 fam- 


ilies ; and if we are allowed to erect a census 
from the assessment rolls, and take the city as 
a data, the whole state had a population less 
than 20,006. In Connecticut, * there is no 


town of any note, all the country beyond 10 


miles back from the sea, is barren hiHs and 
moresses and uninhabiteds here are bears, 
wolves, deer, otter, muskrat, &c. and a strange 
creature called a Moss, 12 feet high and the

This was suggested to his 
Majesty, who consulted the admiralty on the 
subject, but as the war with France was then 
in its full rage and fury, they reported against 
the application, and it dropped for that time. 
Soon after Mr. Livingston proposed to the Earl 
to make a private adventure of it, in which he 
(Sr. Livingston) offered to be concerned with 
Kid one fifth in vessel and outfits and moreover 
become surety for Kid’s fuithful execution of his 
On a communication of this new ar- 
rangement to the King, he very -readily gave 
his sanction to it, and aided its popularity by 
taking himself one tenth of the joint fund, which 
was now agreed to extend as far as the gross 
sum of ¢ 2t,640, to which (with others) Lord 
Somers, the Farl of Romney, Sir Edmund Har- 
rison, the Dake of Shrewsbury and the Earl of 
Oxford, Belimont, Livingston and Kid were 
subscribers, the whole being under the direc- 
tion of Belimont. Kid sailed from Plymouth tor 
N. York, in April of 1595. ris 
ed on the American coast in execution of his 
commission is not known.

commerce, as that of any privateers-man of the

; The known and avowed practices of 
Gov.

Liviagton’s gtoing bonds that 
Kid should not turn pirate, but above all that 
the king himself, a man of the most inveterate 
personal hostility to the Spaniards, should take 
so paltry a concern as twenty-six hundred dol- 
lars, merely to give the thing a bastard char- 
acter of nationality to screen his favourites, is 
enough to raise a presumption that Kid did not 
sail without a Cabinet compass. 
which this immortal plunderer amassed, is not 
known, but with the public, from that time to 
the present, it is and has been counted as im- 
mense ; but that the posteri(y of the original 
concern are yet afiluent is more certain.
